Police to investigate anonymous poem sent to YA 



Neill Buchel's dismembered body has been found in a lake in Dagenham

HOMICIDE detectives are prob¬ 
ing an anonymous poem mailed 
to the Yellow Advertiser after a 
body was discovered in an east 
London lake. 

Police investigating the death 
of 39-year-old Neill Buchel, of 
Braintree Road, Dagenham, have 
recovered his dismembered body 
at White Hart Lakes, off Chase 
Road, Dagenham. 

They began searching after a 
member of the public reported 
seeing a human leg floating in 
the water. 

Met Police divers have since 
recovered the rest of Mr Buchel's 
body parts. 

Officers are now investigating 
the source of a letter, mailed to 
the Yellow Advertiser from 


Romford, which contains details 
about Mr Buchel and the crime 
scene which have not been 
released by the police. 

The envelope contained a pho¬ 
tocopy of a handwritten poem, 
with some details hand-written 
over the top of it. 

Details of the poem's contents 
cannot be released for legal rea¬ 
sons. 

A Yellow Advertiser reporter 
attempted to hand the letter in at 
Basildon police station, close to 
its offices, but officers refused to 
take it, saying they feared it 
would get lost. 

The newspaper is now liaising 
with investigating officers, who 
have agreed to collect it. 

Mr Buchel was reported miss¬ 
ing on March 18. 

A dedicated incident room has 
been opened at the Homicide and 
Major Crime Command centre in 
Barking. 


Investigating officer, detective 
inspector Cliff Haines, urged 
potential witnesses to come for¬ 
ward. 

He said: “There will have been 
people, and I have no doubt about 
that, that will have been at that 
lake at the time. The lake is open 
24 hours a day. I believe there may 
well have been a number of peo¬ 
ple at the lake and it's possible 
someone will have heard some¬ 
thing when the body was placed 
under the surface of the water.” 

He added that the force was 
'keeping an open mind' on any 
potential motive. 

DI Haines said anyone with 
information to contact the inci¬ 
dent room by dialling 020 8345 
3734 or call Crimestoppers 
anonymously on 0800 555111. 

• Three men arrested in con¬ 
nection with Mr Buchel's death 
have been bailed pending further 
enquiries. 


TIMELINE 

NEILL Buchel was last seen in 
Braintree Road, Dagenham, on 
Thursday, March 13. 

He had been involved in an alleged 
altercation in Heath Park, Dagenham, 
earlier that day. 

Police said it had been a 'verbal 
altercation 1 between Mr Buchel and 
'another group of males'. 

Police were called to the incident 
and a 41 -year-old man was arrested 
on suspicion of public order offences. 

He was subsequently issued with a 
penalty notice. 

Mr Buchel returned to an address in 
Stansgate Road with friends after the 
altercation, which was the last time he 
was seen alive. 

Mr Buchel's estranged partner 
reported him missing at roughly 
8.30pm on March 18 after he failed to 
contact his two daughters - which 
police said was 'out of character'. 

A human leg was discovered float¬ 
ing at White Hart Lakes, Dagenham, 
on Monday, March 31. 

The discovery was reported to 
police shortly after 6pm. 

Police initially did not publicly link 
the discovery to Mr Buchel's appear¬ 
ance, saying forensic tests had yet to 
be carried out. 

However, they confirmed Mr 
Buchel's family had been informed. 

Detective Chief Inspector Chris 
Jones issued an urgent witness 
appeal following the discovery, calling 
on anglers to report any suspicious 
behaviour. 

He said: “I would like to ask any¬ 
body who has used the lakes over 
recent weeks whether they have 
noticed any unusual or suspicious 
activity. Have you seen anybody 
putting something into the water? 
Have you noticed anybody who you 
have not seen there before? Any 
information, no matter how trivial you 
think it may be, could be crucial to 
establishing what happened and I 
would urge you to speak with my 
team.” 

On Friday, April 4, detectives said 
that the whole body had been discov¬ 
ered, in several parts, and identified 
as Mr Buchel.

OSCAR-winning actress Dame 
Angela Lansbury returned to her 
old East London stomping ground 
at the weekend as part of a two-day 
celebration of her career. 

Dame Angela attended two events 
at the Angela Lansbury Film 
Festival in Poplar on Sunday, April 
6 . 

The 88-year-old attended an 
open-air screening of 1971 Disney 
film Bedknobs and Broomsticks at 
Chrisp Street Market, then gave an 
hour-long interview in front of a 
small audience at nearby youth cen¬ 
tre Spotlight. 

She perched on a replica of the 
bed from the Disney film as she 
gave a short introductory speech. 



Other events across the weekend 
included a giant pillow fight, 
screenings of Murder, She Wrote 
and showings of the actress's 
favourite films from her career. 

Dame Angela marvelled at the 
'absolute and total rejuvenation' of 
Poplar, which she visited frequently 
as a child to see her grandfather 
George. 

Mr Lansbury, leader of the 
national Labour Party from 1932- 
1935, was Bromley and Bow MP 
for 20 years. 

During her interview, Dame 
Angela recalled how the theatrical¬ 
ity of her grandfather's political 
speeches had been a great influence 
on her decision to become an 
actress. 

However, she denied any political 
ambitions of her own. 

She told the audience of roughly 
150 people: “I'm very unsophisti¬ 
cated when it comes to politics so I 
just stay out of it. I'm an actress. 
But I'm also a socialist.” 

Festival organiser Paul Augarde 
said: “It was fantastic to bring 
Dame Angela home to Poplar. The 
area obviously means a lot to her. 
She has very fond childhood mem¬ 
ories - but was also really positive 
about the vibrancy of the place now 
and the current regeneration. 

“The crowd absolutely loved her. 
About 350 people gave her a stand¬ 
ing ovation in Chrisp Street Market 
and she charmed every single one 
of them. She has that old school 
star quality that manages to com¬ 
bine incredible warmth with a 
tough of magic. We got some love¬ 
ly feedback from her. I think she 
had a great day.”

WORK is about to start on a £3.5 million state- 

of-the art park in Harold Hill. 

The work at Broxhill Park, in Broxhill Road, 
will include an artificial turf football pitch, two 
grass pitches, a multi-use games area including 
four new tennis courts, basketball and football 
facilities, and a new sports pavilion. 

The sports pavilion will boast an indoor sports 
hall suitable for cricket, archery and badminton, 
and a 60m sprint track. 

There will also be a cafe, a bar and social area, 
car park, picnic area and a children’s play area. 

Currently the site is used by Havering Tennis 
Club, the Harold Hill Bowls Club and the 
Havering Disabled Sport Association (HDSA). 

But council chiefs said it was badly in need of 
modernisation. Officers said the existing clubs 
will all remain and the area will become a cen¬ 
tral hub for sports in Havering. 

Grass pitches at Broxhill have already been 
created and preparation groundwork begins next 
week. Construction of the new pavilion will 
begin in June. The work is all part of Havering 
Council’s Ambitions programme.

HUGE public support for 20mph limits has 
been revealed by road safety charity Brake. 

Its latest survey, in conjunction with Allianz 
Insurance, shows eight in 10 people think 
20mph should be the norm around schools, 
on residential streets and in village, town 
and city centres. The news comes as Brake 
takes its GO 20 campaign to Parliament, 
calling on it to support the introduction of 
20mph as the default urban speed limit. 

The survey also found that seven in 10 say 
roads in their town or village need to be 
made safer for walking and cycling, while 
eight in 10 say traffic travels too fast on 
some or most of their local roads. And eight 
in 10 also think it would encourage more 
people to walk or cycle if roads and routes 
in their town or village were made safer. 

With an estimated 12.5 million people in 
the UK now living in areas implementing or 
committed to widespread 20mph limits, 
Brake argues the country is reaching a tip¬ 


ping point where it makes social and eco¬ 
nomic sense to make a national change. 

Areas that have already introduced 20mph 
limits have seen significant reductions in 
casualties. In Portsmouth, they fell by 22 per 
cent and in Camden, north London, crashes 
reduced by 54 per cent. 

Other high-profile local authorities now 
‘GOing 20’ include the City of London, 
Birmingham, Newcastle and Edinburgh. 

Brake is urging members of the public to 
write to their MP to support the GO 20 ini¬ 
tiative and ‘Pledge to GO 20’ themselves. 

The group’s deputy chief executive Julie 
Townsend said: “The GO 20 campaign is 
about defending everyone’s right to walk 
and cycle freely without being endangered, 
whether it’s to get to work, school, the 
shops or just getting out and being active. 

“It’s clear that 20mph limits in communities 
can help bring this about - and it’s clear this 
is what people want. 

“That’s why so many local authorities are 
making the switch from 30mph to 20mph.”

With Slade throwing on late subs, 
David Mooney and Shaun Batt, the

Manager, Russell Slade reflected:
